In a single day three countries 
— Rom ania, Hungary and Czecho­ 
slovakia — announced 
yesterday 
they had executed or sentenced to 
death 15 persons for espionage or 
other subversive activities, 
t * 
More than a score of other per­ 
sons 
w ere 
sentenced 
to 
prison 
terms ranging up to life. 
And nobody knew how 
many 
trials w ere going on in secret with 
their verdicts not yet announced. 
H ungary’s 
hangman 
executed 
four persons. 
Tw o of them, Lieut. Gen. Gyorgi 
Pa lffv, form erly H ungary’s high­ 
est ranking A rm y officer, and po­ 
lice Col. Bela Korondy, were co­ 
defendants of the late Laszio Ra.jk, 
^ former Hungarian foreign • m inis­ 
ter, who was executed a fortnight 
earlier for espionage and treason. 
The government had accused all 
of them of plotting w ith Yugo­ 
slav and Am erican agents to over­ 
throw their country’s Red regime. 


Crimes Not Divulged 


The other two executed in H un­ 
gary were A rm y Col. Deszo N e­ 
meth, form er Hungarian m ilitary 
attache in Moscow, and Police Col. 
Otto Horvath. There were no de­ 
tails announced 
concerning 
the 
charges against them, or their trial. 
Rom ania 
sentenced seven per­ 
sons to death and 18 others to long 
prison terms for “ terroristic sub­ 
versive activities.” 
Four of the 18 sentenced to pris­ 
on got life. Details of their alleged 
crimes were not made public. 
In Czechoslovakia, w here police 
roundups recently 
have 
thrown 
thousands of persons into prisons 
and forced labor camps, the state 
court last night sentenced four per- 
k 
sons to death, four to life im pris­ 
onment, and an unstated number 
to prison terms ranging from four 
.to 25 years. 
They were charged w ith espion­ 
age and terroristic activities in ­ 
cluding the attempted assassination 
cf unnamed government officials. 
They were charged also w ith being 
i i league w ith the intelligence ser­ 
vice of an unnamed foreign power.

This also takes months, literally. At every 
stage of a law going

original draft. In the last m inute rush of 
business clauses are added, dropped 
or 
changed completely. Whole sections of bills 
arc completely changed by the deletion or 
insertion of one word. 
Result is m uddled incoherent phraseol­ 
ogy which frequently makes it impossible 
to put an honest interpretation on a law'. 
This process also involves finding the 
“jokers” in bills, slipped in at the last m in­ 
ute to prevent some special interest from 
being affected by it. Finding tho “buried” 
laws is about the sam e thing. These are 
measures which w ere 
controversial 
but 
w ere slipped in some non-controversial act 
in order to got them made law. 
Of course what this confusion amounts to 
is giving the various bureaus and d ep art­ 
ments the law -m aking authority. A law is 
no better or worse than the w ay it is in ­ 
terpreted or administered.

year earlier, the coal operators had bitterly

Chambers Isle Hides 
Fiasco Of Financier 


Marinette, W is.— Gaunt, skele­ 
tal remains of burned and crum­ 
bling tarn houses, lumber camps, 
and resort:— symbols et the shat­ 
tered 
breams of many men—lie 
rotting beneath the thick forests 
of Chambers Island. 
Hundreds have been attracted 
to the smooth beaches, toweling 
trees, 
encl 
inland 
lakes of the 
large island, but few have found 
permanent happiness blere. 
Lo­ 
cated in the approximate center 
of 
Green 
bay, its woods thick 
with deer and other wild life, the 
plot of 3,300 acres seems ideal for 
resort 
purposes or as a college 
site in which the peace and in­ 
spiration of nature is assured. 
But hard luck has cursed many 
who sought to develop the island 
and today it lies almost deserted, 
stripped of most of :ts select tim­ 
ber, and yet its natural harbors 
and bays welcome the few boat­ 
loads 
of 
nature 
lovers 
which 
every summer take advantage of 
its swimming and camping facili­ 
ties. 
Witness to the latest and larg­ 
est attempt to make the island a 
paying proposition 
is 
Theodore 
Jacobson, 
68, 
lighthouse keeper 
on the site since 1931. He came to 
Chambers Island in 1912 as an em­ 
ploye of F. A. Dennett of She­ 
boygan, owner of the Wisconsin 
Chair company. The island, then 
covered 
with pine. housed only 
Dennett’s 
home, 
a farm house, 
sawmill, 
barn, 
a 
few cottages, 
laundry and poultry incubator. 
Purchased by InMill Group 
Jacobson worked in the incuba- 
toi where 6,020 chicken eggs were 
hatched each year. One year, 16,- 
000 white peckin ducks were pro­ 
duced. 
Only 
evidence today of 
the 
once 
thriving poultry busi­ 
ness is a concrete foundation ap­ 
prox. matelv 
183 
fleet long and 
three feet wide. 
Until 
1919, 
the year of Den­ 
nett's death, Jacobson ran boats 
for Dennett’s private resort. The 
island passed from Dcpnett.to. his 
heirs 
and 
finally to a concern 
known 
as 
the Chambers Island 
company, a venture of the fabu­ 
lous 
financier, 
the late Samuel 
Insull. 
Workers swarmed over the is­ 
land in 1928 when the Insull com­ 
pany began its campaign to cre­ 
ate a fashionable resort. 
Gravel 
runways of the airport built in 
1928 are still visible and built-up 
greens of the golf course can still 
be seen in rough outline. 
However, only those who could 
build SIU,OOO cottages were wel­ 
comed by tire company, according 
to Jacobson, and very few’ new 


resort buildings were erected be­ 
fore the financial crash and de­ 
pression of the early 1930’s wiped 
I out the company. 


C ar Left by Company 


A remnant of the Insull opera- 
1 lion is a Ford station wagon pur- 
1 chased I rom the receiver of the 
Chambers Island company by J a ­ 
cobson. 
Although 
the roof and 
I windshield of the old car have 
been torn away during its many 
I excursions through the woods of 
I the island, it still is used by many 
visitors to view the beauties ut 
the site. 
Jacobson, his wife, and Mr. and 
Mrs. W illiam Berg, who assist in 
lighthouse operations, all w ill re­ 
tire soon when a new era begins 
on Chambers Island as the Coast 
Guard takes over operation of the 
light. When he leaves permanent­ 
ly for his home at Sister Bay, J a ­ 
cobson w ill take with him many 
pleasant memories of days spent 
on Lake Mackaysee. This body of 
water covers 320 acres of Cham­ 
bers Island, abounds in fish, and 
surrounds an island within an is­ 
land. 
Not so pleasant are the memor­ 
ies associated with I . ke Nakomis 
from which Jacobson once helped 
to pull the bodies of two youths 
who had drowned. Lake Nakomis 
; is only six acres in area but is be- 
I lieved to be of great depth. 
Once a Thriving Community 
Three bodies still on the island 
ale those of three young girls who 
J oied there shortly after Jacobson 
; began lighthouse keeping. 
After 
‘ the children were buried he erec­ 
ted crosses over the graves and 
built a small wood fence around 
the plot. Although most of the is­ 
land buildings have succumbed to 
fire and the destructive effects of 
wind, rain, and sun, the fence still 
stands. 
The three girls belonged to one 
of the many families which have 
lived on the island over the years 
as 
various 
groups 
of farmers, 
fishermen, lumbermen, and ship­ 
builders have attempted to create 
a lasting 
community 
there. 
At 
one time the island was so heavily 
populated that the Town of Cham­ 
bers Island was formed. Officers 
were elected, a public school was 
operated, religious services were 
held and a well ordered commun­ 
ity seemed established. 
But 
gradually citizens left for 
the mainland and the once thriv­ 
ing community died like so many 
other efforts of men on Chambers 
Island. It seems to be paying the 
penalty for the deeds of Col. Tal­ 
bot Chambers for whom the is­ 


land was named.
